ITS I>I:ATH CERTAIN. 


The Code Commission is to come to 


rather an inglorious end v.-ith this ses- 
sion of the L,et;lslature. The bill creat- 
ing it made It experimental and appro- 
priated enougli money for its existence 
to last two years, relying on the present; 
session to perp rtuate it, if it had accom- 
plished its purpose. 


But the majority of the members say 


that it has not, and some of those who 
were in the Inst session are 
unkind 


enough to remark that it has not lived 
up to its purpose at all. The original 
idea was to create a commission that 
would BO through the codes and strike 
out the rouKh edges caused by the re- 
peated amendments. In the hurry of 
legislation, especially towards the close 
of a session, -uneridments to existing 
laws are introduced and passed, and 
although the exact clauses affected are 
changed thereby, there are numberless 
Cbises where aimost flat contradictions 
occur with other sections. This was 
the sort of thing the Code Commission 
was expected 10 attend to, but instead 
of following up that line it branched out 
arid went to -\vork framing new laws, 
and preparing a variety o£ suggestions 
for the JLegisly ture. 


Furthermore it is claimed that in the 


Code Commission's report are some 
amendments to repealed laws. Assem- 
blyman Hart North Instances a case in 
which he has had a hand. He was re- 
quested by on .• of the Supreme Court 
justices to introduce a bill for an extra 
reporter, the Justices finding that tiheir 
work was frocjueritly delayed by an In- 
sufficient clerical staff.

To the Editor Tribune: 
The Rev. Dr. Law of the Church "as 


by Law established," has dropped into 
history. He has a grievance against 
the Puritans and the Unitarians, and 
seeks to glorify "The grand old Epis- 
copalians of the Church of England," 
for their valorous deeds in behalf of the 
Reformation, "while," the Doctor con- 
tinues 
the Puritans ran 
away 
to 


America, and set up a little tyranny ol 
their own in church matters, and were 
more cruel, brutal ami heartless than 
the Romanists had been to them, In 
England." This of course, clearly im- 
plies that it was to escape from the 
persecution o-f the Romanists the Pari- 
!ans took flight for America. Who 
shall say whether it wrs malice or Ig- 
noraijce thiut moved the doctor to thus 
falsity history? The most elementary 
history would have informed him "that 
the Pilgrims fled from their Protestant 
fellow-countrymen by whom they were 
persecuted." The episode of Plymouth 
Rook took place in 1620, and thu:i It 
will be remembered, was a full hundred 
years after the Reformers and tiielr 
church "by act of 
Parliament" 
had 
been 
persecuting, 
confiscating 
and 
plundering everything in sight belong- 
ing to Catholics, whom they robbed of 
their grand old fanes, Cathedrals and 
the faith of their fathers. The preach- 
ers should know, that the one thing th.'.y 
should carefully eschew for controver- 
sial purpoees, 'la history. They may 
attempt to trifle with what they call 
theology,, and all that sort of thing but 
history; tjhat Is the cold steel and bound 
to be disastrous to the preachers. Of 
the doings of those days of which the 
doctor is so proud, permit me to ijive 
ithe views of• a few of the most emi- 
nent and naturally impartial writers, 
all savS one; being non-Catholics. Lord 
Macauley. thus put* It* "Begun by 


Henry, the- murderer of his wives, con- 
tinued by'•Somerset, the murderer of 
his brother, and completed by Eliza- 
beth the murderer of her guest." 
Montalembert expresses it as foil >ws: 
"The Church of England was one o .' the 
most awful forms of sin and pride, that 
have,ever appeared In the world," and 
again he wrote "The authors of that 
church could flnd their models amongst 
the monsters who reigned in E jme. 
while t-he church was in the Cata- 
combs." 


Ha)lam says in his history: "tho rack 
seldom stood idle In the Tower for all 
the latter part of Elizabeth's relg:i." 
Dr. Johnson says: "Even In the ten 
persecutions there Is no instance of 
such severity as the Protestants in 
Ireland have exercised over the Cath- 
olics;" and the great statesman, Ed- 
mund Burke remarks, "Our penal code 
against the Catholics was savap> as 
anything that ever proceeded fron: the 
perverted ingenuity of man." It would 
be interesting to know where does the 
doctor "get off" among these "e^and 
old English Episcopalians."

The Code Commission is to come to 


rather an inglorious end with this ses- 
sion of the Legislature. The bill creat- 
ing it made it experimental and appro- 
priated enough money for its existence 
to last two years, relying on. the present 
session to perpetuate it, if It had accom- 
plished its purpose. 


But the majority of the members say 


that it has not, and some of those who 
were in the last session are unkind 
enough to remark that it has not lived 
up to its purpose at all. The original 
idea was to create a commission that 
would gro through the codes and strike 
out the rough edges caused by the re- 
peated amendments.

To the Editor Tribune: 
The Hev. Dr. Law of the Churcft, "as 


by Law established," has dropped into 
history. He hae a grievance against 
the Puritans and the Unitarians, and 
seeks to glorify "The grand old Epis- 
copalians of the Church of England," 
for thinr valorous deeds in behalf of the 
Reformation, "while," the Doctor con- 
tinues 
the Puritana ran 
away to 


America, and set up a little tyranny ot 
their own in church matters, and were 
more cruel, brutal anil heartless than 
the Romanists had bien to them, In 
England." This at course, clearly im- 
plies that it was to escape from the 
persecution of the Romanists the Purl- 
tans took flight for America. Who 
shall say whether it wrs malice or ig- 
norance that moved the doctor to thus 
falsify history? The most elementary 
history would have informed him "that 
the Pilgrims fled from their Protestant 
fellow-countrymen by whom they were 
persecuted." The episode of Plymouth 
Rook took place in 1620, and thus it 
will be remembered, was a full hundred 
years after the Reformers and their

HaJlam says In his history: "the reck 
seldom stood idle in the Tower for all 
the latter part of Elizabeth's reign." 


Dr. Johnson says: "Even in the ten 
persecutions there in no instance of 
such severity as tbe Protestants In 
Ireland have exercised over the Cath- 
olics," and the great statesman, Ed- 
mund Burke remarks, "Our penal code 
against the Catholics was savage a* 
anything that ever proceeded from the 
perverted ingenuity of man."

The Record-Union has a timely ar- 


ticle on localisms In California. Prob- 
ably these were never stronger than 
they are now, and never so much need- 
ed to-be neutralized by the lorce of a 
new public sentiment. These localisms 
crop out in all parts of the State. With- 
in certain limits, fchey are good. Be- 
yond that, they become the meanest 
kind of sectionalism. There Is for In- 
stance, the local pride and Interest in 
the town or county tvhere the citizen 
resides. He 
may 
seek for the best 


things with a laudable.motive. Local 
pride brings about many enterprises, 
public 
buildings, 
street rail ways, 


schools, 
and a hundred other things 


that go to make town and county at- 
tractive, 
and are quite within the 


sphere of his good influence. 


But v/hen an attempt Is made to Btlr 


up 
sectional jealousies, to array one 


part o£ the State against the other 
then a wrong is done to the whole com- 
monuealth. This tendency 
la more 


prominent in Southern California than 
elsewhere. Some of the local Journals 
seem to have adopted the theory that 
the 
southern 
part of the State had 


nothing in common with the Northern 
part. This divisive view has been Car- 
rie*; to such extremes that a division 
of 
California has been openly advo- 


cated in that quarter. This open cul- 
tivation of sectionalism Is neither cred- 
itable to the judgment nor to the patri- 
otism, if any exists, on the part of these 
sectlonalists. 


Nor 
is 
the same spirit any more 


creditable when it exists in any other 
part 
of the State. Only a short time 


ugo a plan was initiated to re- 
move the Capitol from Sacramento to 
San Jose, or to some other town not 
far from the Bay. Citizens of San Joae 
were 
ready 
with pledges to build a 


Capitol without cost to the State. It 
was an instance of rank and unwhole- 
some sectionalism, and altogether un- 
worthy of any people. The citizens of 
one town were ready to Injure another 
for stlfi.sh purposes. The Capitol did 
not remove an inch from Sacramento, 
and probably never will. 


Another illustration of this sectional 


feeling is noted in the tilts that are 
nvule here and there against the Uni- 
versity, and especially against the Ag- 
ricultural Department. Most of them 
are 
instigated by a sectional spirit. 


The larger number (have originated in 
Southern California, the Herald of Los 
Angeles having led off in this ill-advised 
foray, evidently for the purpose of de- 
taching the Agrieiiltural College and 
establishing 
it 
as 
an independent 


school in. a southerly location. No such 
charge 
will 
ever be brought about. 


But the spirit which inspires all such 
schemes is sectional an-2 mischievous. 


In 
former times there was a great 


deal of loijal jealousy on the part of 
the 
mining counties. The contempt 


with 
which 
many of these moun- 


taineers could speak of the "cow coun- 
ties" still lingers In that part of the 
State. But 
this 
was comparatively 


harmless. It did not culminate In any 
hurtful 
sectionalism, although there 


was a temporary clashing of Interests 
when 
tlio valley counties demanded 


that the miners should build restraining 
•Sams. But there has been a gradual 
adjustment 
of differences creditable 


alike to both. The miner and the form- 
er are both contributing to the wealth 
and prosperity of the State. These In- 
terests 
are Mended in common with 


all others. 


What is needed is a stronger love of 


the' 
State as a unit, and less, of the 


narrow 
spirit of sectionalism that 


is perpetually fighting for a particular 
locality and cares little as to what for- 
tune 
or 
misfortune falls to all other 


places. Good citizenship takes in the 
whole commonwealth and makes com- 
mon cause for its prosperity.

He was on 
the popular wave for many years. The 
passing away of this author calls t 
mind the great changes in the popula 
taste which have occurred in the las 
few years. Were the same author now 
to begin the literary ventures that he 
began forty or fifty years ago, he could 
not achieve any such popular success. 
His style was florid and stilted; he had 
no 
great amount, of literary culture. 


He was able to hit the popular taste 
cf that day by a kind of descriptive 
writing which only goes now in more 
sobor colors, guided by a more critical 
taste. He found out what the public 
of his day wanted, and he catered to an 
existing taste without any effort to Im-

WASHINGTON, Jan. IS—The Republic 


of Peru, after delaying for eleven years 
the payment of "an American claim, has 
just appealed to Secretary Olney for more 
time. 


In 1SS5 v. H. McCord, the United States 


Consular Agent at Arequipa, was im- 
prisoned and sentenced to ibe shot "by tlie 
rPeruvian authorities.. He was marched 
out on a parade ground and placed before 
a file of soldiers The officer in command 
-asL.ed the prisoner if he had anything to 
say, and iMcCord sajd no. A consultation 
of officers -was held and it was decided not 
to-Shoot hoii. 


He was remanded to prison and fined 10,- 


000 soles. He refused to pay the .fine and 
was deprived -of food a-nd drink and placed 
in -a bare cell. ilcCord's friends finally 
paid the fine and ftae prisoner was re- 
leased. He filed a. ctafcn of $200,000 against 
the Government of Peru, and at lias been
